For 
instance, that if the 
loan is a percent 
assumable, the new 
buyer would have to 
pay the new prevailing 
rate, such as the 
present’s 17V4. There

Not to 
make up your mind, 
just to wake it up. 

Ron McRoberts 
brought before us for 
our support the issue of 
new reactors at the 
nuclear power plants 
at San Onofre. He and 
Mayor Cromwell went 
to the plant and toured 
it. He said he was 
impressed with the 
information given him 
about if a reactor blew 
sky high it would only 
give as much impact to 
a person as having 
three X-rays a year. 
He was also impressed 
with the amount of 
electricity one reactor 
could produce. The 
city council had voted 
to support the new 
reactor additions and 
he asked that the 
chamber do the same.

Allied Sprinkler wins contract

On April 21 the City 
Council awarded the 
Samp Park Phase I 
construction contract 
to Allied Sprinkler. 
Director of Recreation 
and Human Services 
Jim Soto indicates that 
Allied Sprinkler began 
work on the park by 
clearing the debris and 
tumbleweeds from the 
4.3 acre site and set¬ 
ting their grade stakes 
on May 16. On Monday, 
May 18, their heavy 
equipment operators 
were on the site to 
begin grading. The 
neighbrhood park is 
located adjacent to 
Tynes Elementary 


School. The master 
plan for development 
is in two phases: Phase 
I will include in¬ 
stallation of the 
automatic irrigation 
system; turfed area 
with several berms 
which will add to the 
park aesthetics; 
slumpstone wall 
around the existing oil 
well pumper; elec¬ 
trical service; 
drinking fountain; and 
trees, shrubs and 
ground cover.
